VLRGINIA vs. BURLINGTON. 
Richmond County. Va. Nov. 24. 1821. 

Yaving seen in the 2uth. No. of the ad Vol. 0. your Ameccan 
Farmer, a refusal of one who has been specially called oa to coi- 
auvicate bis knowlege or mode of curing Barlington bams. [ cannot 
loager refrain trom giving such tnformetion as LT possess, in curing 
Hams. according to our Virginia mode, as prictised by me 
fy many years, and which on tral, 2 am induced to be- 
lieve, will be feand, fully equal. if aot sup ~s ‘rote the Burlington, 
or even the celebrated Westphalia. This £ do with pleasure; iay- 
ing no secret to preserve, being no “tracker or trader. 

My practice is as follows:—first, salt the pork by giving it a 
pretty coud salting, and pack it away on boards or planks, with 
asiope sufficient to let the brine run eff. In this situation it lies 
tenor twelve days, when it is taken rk og: each piece wiped with 
acorrse clath, and to each han is added a heaping tea-spocnful of 
the best chrystalized saltpetve, by sprinkling over it. and rubbing it 
Well in with the hand. itis then resalted well again, and packed 
away on pianks or boards latd horizontally, or in tight casks if you 
have them convenient, as ii may then bean ailvantage to retain o8 
preserve all the brine you can: whereas the first brine [ have found 
from experience to be of great injury, as it tends to putrescense, 
and should by no means be re-absorbed by the meat lying in it af.- 
er being extr ‘acted by the suit—and I concieve it to be that which 
produced the bugs and s kippers in the meat after it has been smok- 
ed. Phetime of putting en the saltpetre is of much more im- 
portance than is stipposed by those who have not made the trial; 
for if put on atthe first salting, the meatis always dry, hard, and 
we salts but why it has this effect jam uct chemist enough to de- 
termine. On giving the meat a second salting. L add to the salt as 
much brown sugar or molasses as will moistenor damp it, and as 
huch common red pepper as will give the salt quite a red appear. 
ance. The pods are first dried before a ire oron a griddle, and 
then pounded tolerably five ina mortar. “he meat thew lies about 
five or six weeks, when each piece should be rnbbed well with 
hickory ashes, and hung up tosmoke with the hock downwards, 
Which prevents its dripping, & hereby retains iis juices.

pool sack salt is what I have oe mally used aad it is much pre. 
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Vhe smoke is generally made from clips raked up from the wood 
pile, with a little of the dust doated or rotten wood Wild it to pre. 
vent ablaze, or clear fire, and tou great a leat; saw-dust of hickory 
or oak is still better tomake the smoke, to which is adiled two or 
three pods of the red peppereach day. 

After it is sufficieutly smoked, (wiich it will be in five or six 
weeks, if regularly attended to,) it is taken down, and packed away 
in casks or boxes, with hickory ashes, covering “the meat entirely 
with ibem, ana between each layer is put some thin slips of lathy 
or boaras, to prevent each layar of meat pressing down aid touch- 
ing each other, and in the course of summer it is taken out and 
gunned once or twice. 

If it is intended for exportation, bran ts the best thing to pack 
it in, for shipping, especially if it is intended for a southern market, 
By this mode of curing, my bacon has got the reputation (by those 
wiio have eat of it) to be equal if not superior toany they uave ever 
tasted.

CONCERNING FRUITY TREES. 

Several communications have appeared in the Plough Boy, 
well as publications at Baltimore, recommending the use of ‘Tan- 
ner’s bark around the trunk and root of trees, as a preservallve 
asainst insects. In 1840, { placed round the trunks and roots of 
bout 1000 trees of different kinds, about two bushels tan, to each 


tree, as an experiment; 1 found the trees to thrive in a very luxu- ( 


riaut manner for some time, but when the tan began to decay, 

found several of my trees destroyed; which was caused by a W hite 

grub, with a red head, (known by the name wood worm.) IL thea 
ined an apple orchard of about 200 trees, where no (aD

nich were tufected With the grub above mentioned. 

have made tialof about 20 different kinds of exp: rimente 
gener ily commended, to save my fruit from destruction, but have 
found all ofthem to be only a temporary relief from iufection. 
[ dis:overed that to take about two bushels of earth below the 
surface, amd throw it round the trunk and root of each ‘ree, afte 
cles ring the eld soil from the trank down to the root, to  nswer ae 
good a purpose as tans which earti should be removed once every 
twe years, and new earth applied as before meutioned.

SIDNEY, June 9. 

‘‘ Just aecapt. Raine was ontheeve of leaving Valparaiso for 
this part of the world once more, he was informed of a most mar. 
valous affair, relatiag toan American Whaler, that had heen at. 
tacked by a whale at sea in so violent and dreadful a manner as_ to 
occasion the vessel to founder, and most of the crew eventually to 
perish; something of whose disasterous history we have been favor. 
ed with, and shall present the same to our readears. Capt. Raine 
received information that there were three men on Ducics Island, 
who had preferred remaining there rather than venture across the 
ocean in a boat, to which the crew had been compelled to fly from 
the ship. The boat, to which these three men belouged, had been 
picked up by an American whaler about 60 days after the melan- 
choly occurrence. Another boat, in which was the captain and 
the remainder of the crew, sooa parted company, and were also 
fallen in with by another whaler of America, which vessel was the 
bearer of the intelligence to Valparaiso; and the horrible account 
giver by the two survivors in this boat was truly deplorable and 
shuddering. They had been ninety days at sea before they were 
fallen in with, and had experienced the most dreadful of all human 
vicissitudes, i'rom the extremity of hanger they had been reduced ‘o 
the painful necessity of killing and devouring each other, in order 
tu sustaina wretched life, that was hourly expected to be terminat- 
ed. Eight times had lots been drawn, and eight human beings 
had been sacrificed to afford sustenance to these that remained, and 
on the day that the ship encountered them, the captain andthe boy 
had also drawn lots, and it had been thus determined that the poor 
boy should die! But, providentially, a ship hove in sight and took 
them in, andthey were restored to existence. 

Doleful in the extreme as it is to hear such things, and painful 
as it is to relate them, it is nevertheless asserted as a fact by capt. 
Raine, that the fingers and other fragments of deceased companions 
were in the pockets of the captain and boy when taken on board 
the whaler. The commander of the Surrey becoming opportunely 
acquainted with those painful and distressing circumstances, ha- 
manely determined on calling at Ducie’s Island, and be instrumen- 
tal in restoriag three unfortunate fellew-creatures to society, and 
very possible rescue them from a miserable end: particularly as 
that island was no great distance out of his track from Valparaiso 
¢o NewHolland. On thursday the 5th of April, capt. Raine, con- 
sidering himself within a very short distance of Ducie’s Island, 
whichis laid down in Norie’s Epitome to be in lat. 24 deg. 40 min. 
S. and loag. 124 deg. 37 min. W. kept a good look-out. At about 
2 P. M. land was perceived, which turned out to be an island i 
fat. 24 deg. 26 mie. As the vessel weared the land, a gun was 
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discharged, and shortly after the three poor men were seen to ise 
gue forth from the » ods. The boats were presently lowered, 
capt Raine taking one himself, | 

On approaching the shore it was found not enly dangerous, but 


atterly impracticable to land, of which circumstance they were in- 


formed, in weak and tremulous voices, by the almest starved aud 


nearly worn out creatures themselves, who could scarcely, from 
(he miserable plight they were to, articulate asyllable. One poor 
fellow summoned uy) Courage 11) plunse into the waves, and with 
great difficulty reached the boat; he said one of the others only 
could swim. Alter warily backing the boat, as nearihe rocks as 
wssible, amid a heavy surf, they succeeded in getting on heard, 
mach brnised and lacerated by repeated falls: which object was no 
sooner effecied, than each devoutly expressed his gratitude to that 
benign Being, wie had so wonderfully preserved them from = shar- 
ing in the destruction to which their unhappy shipmates had fallen 
yichnis. 

‘The whole island appears to be a rock of volcanic matter, and is 
replete with caves and caverns of considerable extent; in one of 
winch cept Raine was informed by these men they bad discovered 
the skeletons of etght bodies, on the north west side of the island: 
ond they further reported, that in several parts were the sigis of 
people having been there before, such as trees having been cut, end 
places where fires had been made. ‘Phey stated that when ibey 
frst heard the report of the gun, they had just returned from pluck- 
ing bervivs, and some of the palm tree, and were lamenting their 
apparentiy unrelenting destiny, the reverberating sound aroused 
theirattention, which were thonght for the moment, to be distant 
thinders; but hope involuatarily arising in the breast of one of them 
he cast a wishful eye towards the sea, and joyously beheld a ship, 
Which was cestined to release them from a miserable death. Capt 
Raine conveyed them on board immediately, and it would be su- 
perfluous to dilate on bevevelence & humanity which is so univer- 
sally known in New South Wales—suffice it to say that every pre- 
caution and tenderness were observed in regard to their food ; and 
Ina few days they recovered the accustomed cheerfolness of sea- 
men, and were shortly enabled to assist the sailors that had exerted 
themselves in snatching three human beings and fellow mariners 
from an otherwise inevitable destruction. | 

These men are new with capt. Raine, and declare their names to 
be, Thomas Chappel, William Wright, and Se:h Weeks; and the 
following is the account they give of the distressing circumstance, 
Which we fecl no hesitation in declaring, may be numbered with 
6ne of those events that are without a parallel in the history of man 

They sailed from Nantucket in the American ship Essex, of two 
hundred and sixty tons, G. Pollard, master, on the 49th of August,
